ALPINE OR DOWNHILL SKING—The 
Wisp Skiarea, located at Deep Creek Lake, is 
Maryland’s largest ski area. With an eleva- 
tion of 3,080 feet and a vertical rise of 600 
feet, Wisp provides excellent skiing for 
young and old, beginner or expert. There are 
several major skiruns and challenging trails 
on the 220 acres of mountainside. The long- 
est single run is 2 miles. A variety of lifts arein 
operation, including the double chair, rope 
tow, poma and T-bar lifts. A modern com- 
fortable base lodge houses a cafeteria, ski 
rental shop, repair shop, Rudy’s Ski Shop 
and the Wisp Ski School. 


Ski classes are available in private and group 
sessions, including lessons for children. Dor- 
mitory accommodations are also available as 
well as the many motel facilities in the area.

From the early 19th century on, sportsmen 
have come to the area after trout. Many 
records of phenomenal catches still exist. At 
the Bear Creek Fish Rearing Station, visitors 
can see the future catches in all stages of 
growth, from fingerlings up to fourteen-inch 
prizes. The pools are located in a green glade

BOATING ON DEEP CREEK LAKE— 
Nearly every type of boat from sailboat to 
speedster can be seen on Deep Creek Lake. 
Marinas and boat launching areas charge a 
very nominal fee to put you and your boat on 
the water and ready for fun. All marinas have 
boats available for rental. Prices vary 
according to the size of the boat. Sailing on 
the lake is exceptional with a marina offering 
sailboat rentals. 

Row boats only are permitted on the lakes at 
Herrington Manor State Park, New Ger- 
many State Park and Savage River Reser- 
voir.

superintendent at Herrington Manor and 
New Germany. 


The following are the Department of Natural 
Resources regulations applicable to Deep 
Creek Lake: 


1. All vessels on said lake shall carry one coast Guard 
approved life preserver, buoyant vest, ring buoy or 
buoyant cushion, for each person on board. 


2. No vessel, exceeding thirty (30) feet in length shall be 
operated on said lake. Length shall be determined by 
measuring the greatest overall length stem to stern. 


3. No vessel, other than an authorized patrol vessel, 
shall use a siren on said lake. 


4. No houseboat of any description shall be permitted 
on the waters of said lake. 


5. No garbage, sewage or other like waste material may 
be dumped, discharged or otherwise placed in the 
waters of said lake from any vessel. 


6. No vessel, except those manually propelled, shall be 
operated from yellow buoys which designate wharves, 
piers, docks and bathing beaches on said lake, except 
for departure and landing. The positioning of said 
buoys on the waters of the lake shall be determined by 
the Department of Natural Resources. 


7. No aircraft of any description shall be permitted to 
land, remain or take off from the waters of said lake 
without written permission first having been secured 
from the Department of Natural Resources and the 
Pennsylvania Electric Company. 


8. Running lights must be carried after dark. 


9. Water Skiing: No person shall operate any 
machinery-propelled vessel for the purpose of towing a 
person or persons on water on water skis or aquaplane 
or similar device unless the operator of the boat is at 
least twelve (12) years of age and there is in the vessel 
another person at least twelve years of age to observe 
the progress of the person being towed. No towing shall 
take place between the hours of sunset and sunrise.

10. All boats must display proper boat registration 
numbers which must be at least three inches high and a 
color which will contrast with the background. 


11. Sail Ice Boats are permitted in the winter. They must 
be sail powered only. 


12. During the period from 12 O’clock noon until 
sunset on each and every Saturday and Sunday and 
every holiday officially recognized by the State, a vessel 
may not tow a person on any ski aquaplane or similar 
device, in any of those areas of Deep Creek Lake as 
hereinafter described: 


North Glade Cove—All that portion of North Glade 
Cove lying eastward a line beginning at a point on the 
South shore 118 degrees True, 1.2 miles from Glendale 
Church and running 330 degrees True to the north 
shore of the cove. 


Speed Limit Meadow Mt. Run At All Times—A person 
may not operate a vessel at any time at a speed in excess 
of 6 knots or at any time tow a person on any ski, 
aquaplane or similar device in that area of Meadow Mt. 
Run lying east of Meadow Mt. Bridge as it enters Deep 
Creek State Park. 


Besides knowing the above regulations 
several rules of the road must also be adhered 
to. For instance: 


A. Meeting—When meeting head-on each boat 
should steer to the right and pass the other on the port or 
left side. 


B. Overtaking—The boat being overtaken always has the 
right of way. 


C. Sailboats—Sailing vessels with no motor power have 
the right of way over power boats except when passing 
motor boat. 


D. Be courteous to those on shore and on docks since your 
close approaches can be highly annoying.

With over 75,000 acres 
of public land, Garrett county is a haven 
for the growing number of cross country ski 
enthusiasts. New Germany State Park of- 
fers cleared and marked trails beginning in 
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32 South Second Street 
Oakland, Maryland 21550 
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the main park area. A snow free parking 
area is provided. Herrington Manor has 
five miles of new cross country trails 
around Herrington Lake. There are also 
marked hiking trails at Deep Creek State 
Park and Swallow Falls which are suitable 
for cross country skiing. Just bring your 
skis and your lunch and enjoy the spec- 
tacular scenic winter beauty of Garrett 
county. 


DEEP CREEK LAKE—Vacationers will 
find Deep Creek Lake, the center of Garrett 
County’s recreational attractions, the most 
ideal spot for a summer or winter vacation. 
The largest fresh water lake in Maryland, it 
is 12 miles in length with a shoreline of 65 
miles covering nearly 7,000 acres. 


A wide variety of activities abound, in- 
cluding boating, water skiing, fishing, 
swimming, hiking, picnicking, sailing, 
downhill and cross country skiing, 
snowmobiling and skating. 


Guests will find a number of campgrounds 
in the area. Motels, cottages and con- 
dominiums also dot the shoreline profiding 
excellent accommodations. Some provide 
dock facilities, sandy beaches and swimm- 
ing areas. Deep Creek Lake and the sur- 
rounding area, also boasts some of the 
finest dining establishments in the state. 


Built in 1925 by the Youghiogheny electric 
Company, the lake was purchased by the 
Pennsylvania Electric Company in 1942. It 
is now leased to the Maryland Inland Fish 
and Game commission for the nominal fee 
of one dollar a year. 


DEEP CREEK YACHT CLUB ON 
TURKEY NECK—During the season, 
races held every Saturday and Sunday can 
be seen from vantage points below the 
Glendale Bridge. Even if you are not a par- 
ticipant, the view of dozens of sailboats 
skimming the lake in competition is 
breathtaking. Maryland State Rebel, Snipe 
and Flying Scot Championships are annually 
held at Deep Creek Lake. (One of 
America’s formost sailboat designers chose 
Garrett County as his home! The Flying 
Scot designer, Gordon K. Douglass, also 
designed the Thistle and the Highlander.) 
An invitational event, the Deep Creek 
Yacht Club Regatta, is held each year. 


THE COVE—Travelling on Route 219, you 
can see a panoramic view of one of the 
finest farming districts in the area. At a 
2,800 feet elevation on the highway, the 
cove appears to be a huge amphitheatre, 
surrounded on all sides by mountain 
ranges. Farms are laid out in soil conserving 
contour strips.

FISHING—Fishing in Garrett County 
waters is one of the area’s most exciting and 
rewarding sports. Maryland’s largest fresh 
water lake, Deep Creek Lake, is the center 
of fishing activity in the region. Ice Fishing 
is also very popular in the winter months. 
Even the novice fisherman will find that he, 
too, can be successful. 


Trophies are given for the season’s largest 
catches. Weekly winners are also given 
prizes. Fish must be registered at Johnny’s 
Bait House, along Route 219 near 
McHenry, Maryland.

2. No swimming or diving shall be permitted in any area of 
Deep Creek Lake where the waters are covered by ice. 

3. Sail powered ice boats only when ice permits.

GOLF—The Oakland Country Club is the 
center of golf activity in Garrett County. 
Containing 18 holes, it is open to the public 
from April to October. The Country Club 
is ten miles from Deep Creek Lake, approx- 
imately one mile from Oakland on the 
Oakland-Sang Run Road. A pro shop as 
well as Club House with dining room is pro- 
vided. Green fees are $6.60 on weekdays 
and $7.70 on Saturday, Sunday and 
holidays. Memberships are also open. The 
annual Western Maryland Amateur Golf 
Championships are held each year in 
August. 


HERRINGTON MANOR STATE 
PARK—Located five miles north of 
Oakland near Swallow Falls, Herrington 
Manor offers a host of things to do and see. 
Activities center around the 53 acre lake 
constucted in the 1930’s by damming Herr- 
ington Creek. 


Swimming is permitted. A beautiful sandy 
beach and on duty lifeguards will make 
your visit a pleasurable one. Paddleboats 
and rowboats may be rented for pleasure 
and fishing. Picnic tables and fireplaces are 


located near the beach and swimming areas. 
Ten miles of hiking trails cover the Park. 
There are twenty cabins at Herrington 
Manor, available for rent during the sum- 
mer season. Applications for reservations 
may be obtained from the Superintendent 
of State Parks, Department of Parks, State 
Office Building, Annapolis, MD 21404. 


HUNTING—Garrett County has long been 
noted for its excellent hunting. There are 
many thousands of acres of unspoiled 
forests offering good hunting to all. Areas 
open to the public include Mt. Nebo 
Wildlife Area, Deep Creek State Forest, 
Swallow Falls State Forest and the Potomac 
State Forest. These combine to make a total 
of over 75,000 acres of public hunting land 
maintained by the State. Deer hunting in 
Garrett county has always been popular. 
Garrett County also offers a fall and spr- 
ing turkey season as well as fall small game 
season. Rabbits, grouse and_ squirrel 
abound in the area.

The girls will always 
be as helpful as they can. They are supplied 
with the latest available information on 
fishing conditions, motel and cottage 
vacancy information, the weather and 
temperature, boat rental information and 
camping information.

Winter sports fans are invited to call the 
council for ski reports, road conditions, 
and weather conditions. 


MUDDY CREEK FALLS—Muddy Creek 
Falls is in the Swallow Falls State Park 
within the Garrett State Forest. At 64 feet, 
it is the highest waterfall in the state of 
Maryland, and an area of scenic perfection. 
Framed by tall steep slopes covered with 
giant hemlock it is an area of noble 
primitiveness. 


The land beside the falls is the site of the 
1918 camp of pioneer motor tourists, 
Henry Ford, Thomas Edison and Harvey 
Firestone. These three titans of American 
industry, who had the world to pick from, 
chose to come to this site when they wanted 
to enjoy themselves. The site of the camp 
has been marked. The trio returned in 1921. 


Situated in a cool towering forest the area 
has complete facilities for camping and pic- 
nicking. This sixty-four foot cataract is 
highly recommended to the nature lover 
and camera buff. 


NEW GERMANY STATE PARK—New 
Germany State Park is located five miles 
southeast of Grantsville in the heart of the 
Savage River State Forest. Recreation 
facilities are planned for the whole family. 
A 13-acre lake is stocked with trout and 
also provides excellent swimming facilities. 
Picnic areas and pavilions are available 
near the lake. A modern camping area is 
available at New Germany, as well as ten 
vacation cabins. A system of cross-country 
ski trails covers the park from end to end, 
making it ideal for this winter sport. Ap- 
plications for cabin reservations may be ob- 
tained from the Superintendent of State 
Parks, Department of Parks, State Office 
Building, Annapolis, MD 21404. 


PENN ALPS—Penn Alps is an organiza- 
tion dedicated to serving residents of the 
Allegheny Mountains, with Garrett County 
lying in the heart of the area served. It 
operates the largest handicraft marketing 
facility in this mountain region, in conjunc- 
tion with a restaurant containing three din- 
ing rooms. The Alpine Room which was ad- 


ded in 1969 is graced by a huge fireplace of 
stone dressed in 1818, exposed beams and 
bay windows green with plant life. 


Situated on U.S. Route 40, just east of 
Grantsville, Penn Alps is conveniently 
located for tourists and has _ parking 
facilities for same. During the summer 
months, June through August, handicraft 
demonstrations and classes dot the Penn 
Alps ‘‘campus”’ of several acres. 


PICNICKING—AIll state parks and recrea- 
tion areas have picnic areas. The Bear 
Creek Fish Hatchery located north of Acci- 
dent, offers ideal picnicking facilities. 
Several state roadside park locations are to 
be found in the area: Route 40, 3 miles west 
of Grantsville; Route 219, 4 miles south of 
Keysers Ridge, overlooking the Cove; 
Route 219, 3.3 miles north of Oakland; 
Route 50, 4.5 miles west of Gorman. 


RUTH ENLOW LIBRARY OF GARETT 
COUNTY—This county library system in- 
cludes the main library in Oakland, a 
branch in Grantsville, and community 
libraries in Friendsville, Kitzmiller and 
Crellin. The ‘‘Rovin Reader’’ bookmobile 
provides services in 35 locations in summer 
and 10 in winter. Library users (including 
visitors) in any part of the country may bor- 
row from the collection of 45,000 hard- 
bound and 2,000 paperback books, over 
150 magazines and 1,100 phonograph 
records. Teletype connections make it easy 
to borrow needed materials also from the 
libraries in Hagerstown, Baltimore and the 
University of Maryland. Books borrowed 
in Garrett County may be returned to any 
other public library in Maryland. 


Movies, filmstrips, slides, cassettes, jigsaw 
puzzles, pattern catalogs and framed prints 
are available for home use. Art exhibits, 
film programs, story hours and other ac- 
tivities provide year round cultural enrich- 
ment and entertainment. For more infor- 
mation call (301) 334-3996. 


SAVAGE RIVER—A most aptly named 
river. For the whitewater paddler the 
Savage is narrow, mean and harrowing and 
almost completely whitewater for five and a 
half miles. To run the Savage, contact the 
Upper Potomac River commission about 
dates and times of releases from the Savage 
River Dam. If precipitation merits, there 
are at least 4 releases: late March, May, 
Labor Day Weekend and Novermber. The 
ones in May and Labor Day are for races 
and traffic on the river may be restricted 
then. The road from the Savage River Dam 
to Bloomington parallels the river for most 
of the run. 


One of Maryland’s largest dams—1,050 
feet long, rising 184 feet above the stream 
bed. Stream flow from the dam is controll- 
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ed by a concrete lined tunnel 10 feet in 
diameter and 170 feet long. Operated by the 
Army Corps of Engineers, the Savage River 
Dam supplies water each spring to permit 
whitewater racing. The Savage River Reser- 
voir provides year around fishing excite- 
ment for all. 


SAVAGE RIVER FOREST—The largest 
woodland tract operated by the Maryland 
Department of Natural Resources, totaling 
52,770 acres. Located in eastern Garrett 
County, it offers a variety of recreational 
activities. Trout fishing abounds in the 
many streams of the Savage River water- 
shed, while hunters take to the woods in the 
fall after rabbit, grouse, turkey and deer. 
Many miles of hiking trails offer excellent 
sightseeing to those who enjoy the peace 
and quiet of the backwoods. 


The center for activities in New Germany 
State Park, featuring cabins, camping areas 
and a 13 acre lake. The tallest tree in the 
State of Maryland is also located in the 
Savage River Forest a few miles up the road 
near Blue Lick Bridge (a white pine, 136 
feet tall). 


SNOWMOBILING—The ffun sport of 
snowmobiling is prevalent in Garrett Coun- 
Quiet and solitude can be found in many of ty just like most other areas of the nation 
Garrett County’s waters. (M. E. Warren) — wherea large amount of snowfall is realized 
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during the winter. The exciting sport thrills 
both young and old and in the words of 
many has brought many indoor sports fans 
to the great outdoors. 


Snowmobiling is permitted in the Deep 
Creek State Park and portions of New Ger- 
many State Park. There are no specific 
areas designated just for snowmobiles at 
Deep Creek and the operator must ride at 
his own risk. Snowmobiles are not rented at 
the parks so one must bring his own. A map 
of snowmobile trails in Garrett county is 
available from the Promotion Council, 
Room 300, Court House, Oakland, MD 
21550. 


SWALLOW FALLS STATE PARK—Con- 
taining three varied waterfalls, startlingly 
beautiful rock formations along the 
Youghiogheny and a 40 acre tract of virgin 
forest this park is primitive beauty per- 
sonified. 


Once the hunting ground of Meshack 
Browning, Maryland’s famed pioneer 
hunter, Swallow Falls was also one of the 
first state-owned forests in the United 
States. The Park contains Muddy Creek 
Falls, Maryland’s highest; Swallow Falls, 
certainly one of the state’s most beautiful; 
the tranquilly bequiling little Tolliver Falls, 
proving ‘‘small’’ can be beautiful. 


Situated in the 7,400 acres of public land in 
Garrett State Forest, picnicking facilities 
are featured with several miles of hiking 
trails along the Youghiogheny River and 
Muddy Creek. Year-round camping 
facilities are also available to the public at a 
modest fee. 


The Park is located 9 miles northwest of 
Oakland on county Route 20. Or take 
Mayhew Inn Road west of U.S. Route 219, 
just south of Deep Creek Lake. 


SWIMMING—One of the most popular of 
all summer sports, there are four public 
swimming areas in the county. Deep Creek 
Lake State Park features an 800 foot sandy 
beach with lifeguards on duty during the 
summer months. A bath house, concession 
building and picnic areas are also available.

YOUGHIOGHENY RIVER AND RESER- 
VOIR—One of the most scenic and exciting 
rivers in Maryland is the Youghiogheny. Its 
waters flow through a vast unspoiled area 
from Southern Garrett County to north of 
Friendsville where it feeds the 


Youghiogheny Reservoir, a recreation and 
flood control project of the Army Corps of 
Engineers. The State of Maryland is mov- 
ing to preserve the Youghiogheny and keep 
it in its natural state. Many parts of the 
river and reservoir offer excellent fishing. 
Trout and bass are favorite catches. 
Although inaccessible in many places, a 
hike along the river from Friendsville, 
south along old logging roads can be very 
rewarding to nature lovers, fishermen and 
hikers. A once-used railroad bed from 
Friendsville to the old logging town of Ken- 
dall offers an opportunity to see one of the 
few remaining wild, unspoiled areas of the 
country. Swallow Falls on the 
Youghiogheny River and Swallow Falls 
State Forest bordering the river offer 
several miles of hiking trails as well as cam- 
ping sites.

Historical Sites 


B & O RAILROAD STATION IN 
OAKLAND—One of the oldest stations in 
the country, this Queen Anne-style station 
was built in 1884 after the B & O had 
developed a resort clientele for Oakland 
and Garrett County. The ground the station 
stands on was used by the B & O Railroad 
as early as 1851. 


The Oakland station is now in the National 
Registry. It is distinguished by its incised 
brick, picturesque massing and the mixing 
of building materials characteristic of this 
disappearing building style. It was built by 
the Baltimore firm of Baldwin and Penn- 
ington, which constructed a similar station 
in Laurel, Maryland in 1884. 


It is located in Oakland, on Liberty Street, 
just off Second Street. 


BRADDOCK’S TRAIL—Built by British 
General Edward Braddock’s army in 1755, 
under the direction of aide-de-camp George 
Washington, the trail really is an improve- 
ment of the old indian route, Nemacolin 


Trail. The General died along this route 
while retreating from near Fort Duquesne 
(Pittsburgh) to Fort Cumberrland, after a 
crushing defeat by a small force of French 
and Indians. 


Braddock Trail became a major route west 
until it was abandoned in the 19th century 
with the construction of the National Road 
(Route 50). 


The Trail is most readily identified at Little 
Meadows, one of Braddock’s most impor- 
tant encampments and a site often used by 
George Washington. It is about four miles 
east of Grantsville on the North side of 
U.S. 40. 


CASSELMAN HOTEL—The Casselman 
Hotel also commemorates the great days of 
the National Pike. The hotel, still in opera- 
tion, was first opened as the Drover’s Inn in 
1824. Many of the early features of the 
building have been preserved; to the

It is one of the 
outstanding landmarks within Garrett 
County’s boundaries. 


CASSELMAN RIVER BRIDGE—At the 
time of its construction this was the longest 
single stone arch in the United States (80 
feet) built to permit the possible passage of 
canal boats. Located just east of Grantsville 
on Route 40 it is an outstanding example of 
the beautiful stone work that characterizes 
Western Maryland. 


Once part of the National Pike running bet- 
ween Cumberland and Wheeling, WV, it 
provided an improved method of transpor- 
tation for drovers, freighters, waggoners, 
horsemen, stagecoach passengers and 
pedestrains, when the frontier was the 
Alleghenies. 


When watching its construction people 
speculated that the bridge would collapse 
when the supporting timbers were removed. 
So as to avoid having the general public as 
an audience should the bridge collapse at 
the celebration planned for the removal of

the supports, the contractor loosened them 
the night before the ceremony. 


The next day the contractor stood under the 
bridge during the ceremony to prove its 
worthiness. The graceful stone arch has 
stood for the past 164 years as one of Gar- 
rett County’s most photogenic, as well as 
historic sites. 


Built in 1813, the bridge was closed to traf- 
fic in 1953 and restored with funds made 
available by the State of Maryland. In 1964 
the Department of Interior designated the 
bridge a Registered Historical Landmark. 


A beautiful setting for a summer cookout 
or outdoor get together, there is a picnic 
area with fireplaces and other facilities 
alongside the bridge.

some years it was not used; but it is now oc- 
cupied by St. Matthew’s Egiscopal Con- 
gregation who restored the building to its 
present handsome condition and is open to 
the public. 


THE CRANESVILLE SUB-ARTIC 
‘SWAMP ON THE YOUGHIOGHENY—- 
An historic place is one where something 
has happened, but there is a rarer species of 
site which simply is history in itself. A silent 
testimony of time, such as this one. 


One of the greatest natural phenomenas of 
the state of Maryland, the Cranesville 
Swamp covers some eight acres producing 
growth normally to be found only in the 
Artic regions. It is of particular interest to 
geologists and biologists because of the 
many rare species of flora contained herein. 
Its growths have a dense lushness, low in 
height, with greatly varying colors. The 
swamp can scarcely be entered easily, 
because of its boggy soil, but is readily iden- 
tifiable from the surrounding road by the 
evergreens within and around the swamp. 


Take the Oakland-Cranesville Road ap- 
proximately 10 miles out of Oakland. Make 
a left turn after Paul’s Wood House onto a 


dirt road and after traveling on this road 
for approximately 2 mile make a right turn 
onto another dirt road. After traveling on 
this road (approximently 2 mile) you will 
see a large stone marker with a copper pla- 
que. At this marker there is a path where 
you may walk to the swamp. 


Knowing what it is, the passerby cannot 
look at it without a sort of hush in spirit. 
And, in merely looking at it, one feels an 
awesome strangeness. Very seldom can you 
see a landscape so invested with antiquity. 


FRIENDSVILLE—The site of the county’s 
first settlement (Selbysport being the oldest 
town) in Garrett County, Friendsville was 
named for John Friend, Sr., who came to 
the area in 1769 and bought the land there 
from the indians. When the C and O 
Railroad was built in 1890 the town became 
an important shopping point for the lumber 
products. 


Friendsville, located off Rt. 48 along the 
Youghiogheny River, is now most noted for 
its very popular annual fiddlers competi- 
tion. (See Special Events.)

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GARRETT COUNTY HISTORICAL MU- 
SEUM—The museum first opened in 
Novermber, 1969 and is operated under the 
auspices of The Garrett County Historical 
Society, Inc. Many artifacts which are im- 
portant to the historical and cultural 
development of Garrett county are preserv- 
ed in the museum. Visitors are always 
welcome at the museum. Many hours of 
delightful reminiscing awaits every visitor. 
The many exhibits and displays portray the 
people of Garrett County, their way of life 
and their progression through the years. 
There is no admission charge. The museum 
is open 9 a.m. to 12 noon and 1 p.m. to 5 
p.m. every weekday beginning in June. The 
museum is also open every Saturday from 9 
a.m. to 12 noon. Special tours may be ar- 
ranged. Those desiring additional informa- 
tion about the tours should contact Mrs. 
Robert Ruckert, 334-2393 or Mrs. Lewis 
Jones, curator, at 334-3161. 


GRANTSVILLE—Grantsville is located 2 
miles south of Mason-Dixon Line on Route 
40. A pleasant community, Grantsville is in 
the heart of some of the most productive 
farmland in the region. 


As the oldest and most historic section of 
Garrett County, Grantsville is the site of 
many historic landmarks. For example, the 
visitor will find the Casselman Hotel, built 
in 1824. It was first used by drovers and 
farmers traveling westward over the Na- 
tional Pike. Still in operation, the 
Casselman Hotel offers services to today’s 
traveler. 


The National Hotel, built in 1843 has been 
in continuous operation since the days of 
the Old National Road. 


The oldest grist mill in Garrett County, 
Stanton’s Mill, is located at Grantsville. 
The mill dates back to 1797. Still in opera- 
tion, Stanton’s Mill is an interesting stop 
for any visitor. 


OAKLAND—Placed on a plateau 2,650 
feet above sea level, the county seat of Gar- 
rett County was founded 23 years before 
Garrett county was established. The main 
line of the B & O Railroad came through 
Oakland in 1851 boosting the community’s 
development as a commercial center. The 
railroad was also responsible for the 
popularization of the Deer Park-Oakland 
section as a resort area in the late 1800’s 


Current existing sites of interest in Oakland 
include the Garrett County Court House, 
built in 1908 and presently undergoing an 
expansion and renovation; the Garrett 


County Historical Museum on Center 
Street; the B & O Railroad Station and 
**The Church of the Presidents’’ St. Mat- 
thews Episcopal Church on Liberty Street; 
and the Ruth Enlow Library. See other en- 
tries in this book for additional information 
on most of the above listed. Garrett County 
Memorial Hospital provides the county’s 
health services. 


“OUR FATHER’S HOUSE’’ LOG- 
CHURCH—Now a mission of the 
Episcopal Church, this is among the last log 
churches in the Eastern United States re- 
maining in use today. Reportedly built at a 
cost of fifty dollars, it is situated in a shady 
grove along Route 135 at the foot of 
Backbone Mountain near Altamont, 
Maryland. 


PENNINGTON COTTAGE AT DEER- 
PARK—The Pennington Cottage which is 
located on the north side of the old and 
once-famous Deer Park Hotel Resort, Deer 
Park, Maryland, was designed by Mr. 
Josias Pennington in 1892. This is a large 
three-story summer cottage with fourteen 
rooms. 


Mr. Pennington was a member of the firm 
of Baldwin and Pennington, prominent ar- 
chitects, of Baltimore. Among the buldings 
designed by the Baldwin and Pennington 
firm were the Baltimore Police Department 
Headquarters, the addition to the State 
House in Annapolis and the Passenger Car 
Roundhouse at Mount Clare, now the B & 
O Railroad Transportation Museum, 
Baltimore. 


The Pennington Cottage is located about 
three miles east of Mt. Lake Park, 
Maryland, on the south side of Route 135 
on the old Oakland and Deer Park Road 
and is owned by Mr. and Mrs. Joseph 
Falkner, who make it their home. 


In the early days of railroading, Deer Park 
played host to travelers and dignitaries 
from all over the nation. The famous Deer 
Park Hotel, built by the Baltimore and 
Ohio Railroad, served as the central loca- 
tion for vacation activities. Presidents 
Grant, Harrison and Cleveland came to 
Deer Park for summer holidays.

THE SANG RUN AREA—Out of its 
magnificent game resources the county has 
produced a book which, for a hundred 
years, has rated as a great hunter’s classic. 
This autobiography is ‘‘Forty-four years of 
the Life of a Hunter,’’ written by Meschach 
Browning, Maryland’s most noted hunter. 
His famous rifle is now on display in the 
Smithsonian Institution. 


Meschach Browning settled in this area, 
known at one time as the ‘‘Sanging 
Ground,’’ His hunts in this region north- 
west of Deep Creek Lake made him a 
legend.
